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Robbers hit 
bank for $16k 


Wilmington police are still 
looking for two men who robbed 
the North Wilmington office of the 
Reading Cooperative Bank of 
about $16,000 last Thursday. 

Two men backed a grey van into 
a parking space at the bank-at 10 
a.m, and entered the bank, wearing 
ski masks. While one man stood by 
the door holding a gun on a custo- 
mer, the other jumped the counter. 
He proceeded to empty the tellers’ 
drawers into a brown plastic bag, 
asking where the big bills were. 


About a minute and a half into the 
robbery, the robber at the door 
said that time was up. 

The men jumped in the van and 
fled. 

Police quickly found the van a 
short distance away, behind Dinette 
World, where the robbers had 
apparently parked a second ve- 
hicle, described as a brown, full- 
sized car, 

Deputy Chief Bernard Nally said 
on Wednesday that at that time, 
police had no further leads. 
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who robbed the Reading Cooperative

East-side sewer construction 
hinges on private donations 


With $1 million already pledged, 
the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners are asking busi- 
nesses and developers to put up 
money to build a. new sewer main 
on the east side of town. The price 
tag for the new sewer is estimated 
to be $5.5 to $6.5 million, 

Ima meeting at the Town Hall on 
Monday evening, Chairman 
Arthur Smith said the commission 
was looking for suggestions and 
money. 

The million-dollar donation that 
set the plans in motion is an offer 
from General Electric. That com- 
pany sold its Wilmington plant a 
couple of years ago to Ametek, but 
the purchase and sale agreement 
stipulated that GE was responsible 
for the sewer system. An order 
from the Mass. Dept. of Environ- 
mental Protection (DEP) will re- 
quire that the septic system. for the 
plant be rebuilt into a sewage 
treatment plant, costing $1.25 
million. Faced with that expense, 
GE is offering the town $1 million 


to build the sewer. The only catch 
is that the project cannot wait 
indefinitely. 

Smith listed some other incen- 
tives for moving ahead withthe 
sewér in a timely fashion, Among 
them were: 

».The-bidding--environment™is 
presently quite favorable. 

+ Part of the sewer would run 
along the Haverhill division of the 
MBTA, If the MBTA builds a 
second set of tracks as is projected, 
the cost of installing the sewer goes 
up substantially, 

+ If the state rebuilds Route 129, 
the DPW will prohibit digging up 
the road for five years. 

+ The commissioners currently 
have permission to cross land 
owned by Textron (Avco) with no 
charge, an agreement which may 
not hold in the future, 

George Allan, an engineer with 
Dufresne Henry and a former 
umember of the commission, has 
been hired to do some of the pre- 
liminary planning of the sewer 


line. Allan said that the time frame 
for the sewer was two and a half 
years. 

"That's a fast track, but-a lot of 
the preliminary work has been 
done," Allan said. Fay, Spofford 
and Thorndike began the design of 
the Sewer (WO years ago, he’said. 

Commissioners hope to present 
the proposal at the annual town 
meeting in spring, 

Smith said that without outside 
funding, the sewer cannot be built, 
and commissioners would not even 
take the proposal to town meeting, 

The sewer would begin on 
Fordham Road near Concord 
Street near the North Reading line. 
It would then go along Park Street, 
Woburn Street and Lowell Street. 
At Maple Meadow Brook, it would 
turn and proceed cross-country to 
Main Street where it would connect 
with the main interceptor sewer. 

Smith said that the DEP is 
becoming increasingly concerned 
about septic systems in the 
Fordham Road industrial area, due 


Arts celebration planned to

Among the needs of the audi- 
torium are a new lighting system, 
new seating. The auditorium was

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capacity of 502. With damaged 
seats, the present capacity is only 
about 350. 

The good news in the funding 
drive is that there is $99,000 left 
after the replacement of the boiler 
system in the high school. Diane 
Allan of the PBC estimates that this 
will cover a third of the cost of the 
planned renovation. 

A week of entertainment is 
planned for March to plug in a 
major block of funding for the 
renovation project.

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Teachers say 
no to pay freeze

The Wilmington Teachers 
Association last week refused a 
request to re-open their contracts 
to discuss a possible salary freeze. 
However, according to WTA 
President John Wood, there is still 
room for discussion of all options 
to bring in a viable school budget 
for FY '92. 

"I don't think we've closed the 
door yet," said Wood, referring to 
a letter sent to Town Counsel Alan 
Altman, attorney for the school 
committee. In the letter, Wood said 
the WTA was "not willing at this 
time to reopen their collective bar- 
gaining agreements" but was wil- 
ling to discuss next year's budget 
with the committee. 

The school committee had autho- 
rized Supt. William Fay to send 
letters to all six school unions 
asking them to consider taking a 
cut of all or part of their seven 
percent pay hike. Fay said Friday 
both he and Business Manager 
Peter DeRoeve were willing to take 
a reduction in salary. In addition, 
said Fay,.he.had-a-response-from 
the director's union saying mem- 
bers had voted unanimously to 
reopen their contracts. Fay said it 
was his understanding the princi- 
pal's union would follow suit. 

In an interview Saturday, Wood 
said though only 19 members of 
the WTA executive board voted 
Wednesday not to reopen the 
contract at this time, it was his 
feeling the whole membership 
supports the board's stand. 

"L think the general membership 
supports the executive board. What 
we don't want is to throw the 


contract open exclusively on their 
(school board's) terms. We would 
like the committee to take a general 
look at the whole school depart- 
ment, including Class E positions," 
Wood said. 

In explaining further, Wood 
pointed out "people really have to 
believe giving up their raise is the 
only option left. It seems every 
time they want to save money, they 
come to us first." 

Wood said his board would like 
to see more specifics on the budget 
and on Fay's alternative proposals. 
If, after discussing the budget the 
executive board is "satisfied," 
Wood said, the board would be 
willing to bring the issue to the 
general membership and let WTA 
members make the final decision 
on a salary freeze, 

Fay said he was "very disap- 
pointed" in the response from the 
WTA, 

“L think it's a mistake not to come 
to the bargaining table," he said. 

Fay told this paper he felt the 

WTA should have come back with 
arralternate solution 16 avoid hav- 
ing to lay off teachers next year. 
_ "I'm interested primarily in kids. 
The town of Wilmington has 
always supported public education. 
I can't make up $919,904 (the 
amount of a shortfall in the FY'92 
budget) without cutting teachers," 
said Fay, 

Fay explained he would talk to 
Wood soon and ask him to expand 
on the meaning of his letter. 

Meanwhile, Wood said "the ball's 
with them" and the WTA is waiting 
for a response from the school 
committee, 


School committee 
asks for two budgets

The Wilmington School Commit- 
tee on Wednesday directed Supt. 
William Fay to come back to them 
with two budgets, one including the 
negotiated seven percent pay raise 
for school staff and.one without it. 
The latter budget assumes em- 
ployces would be willing to give up 
their pay raises to avoid teacher 
layoffs. Both budgets would be 
based on the bottom line figure of 
$12,671,488, recommended by 
Town Manager Michael Caira and 
voted by the committee. 

Fay had recommended a 
$13,591,392 budget for fiscal 
1992, which would maintain the 
present staffing level. After the 
committee agreed to go with 
Caira's figure, Fay submitted four 
plans intended to bring his original 
proposal in line with Caira's 
figure. Fay said Monday if school 
unions agree to a pay cut, there 
would only be a shortfall of 
$119,904. Otherwise he would 
have to cut $919,904 from his 
proposed budget. 

Fay's first plan, Plan A, is his 
preferred scenario. It would 
reduce his original budget by 
$647,141 and assume the unions 
would be willing to give up part of 
their raises, Under this plan, there 
would be an administrative re-or- 
ganization resulting in a savings of 
$274,793; cuts in Classification E

positions, reSulting in the elimi- 
nation of all elementary and middle 
school advisors for activities and 
most high school coaches and 
advisors (a savings of $60,588); 
and a reduction of tutors and 
professional personnel, resulting in 
a savings of $167,000. In addition, 
Fay proposes hiring a chairman of 
occupational education at a cost of 
$3,240 and a curriculum director 
at a cost of $55,000. Fay said the 
latter would also have the job of 
applying for grants to bring some 
money into the system. In his 
administrative reorganization, Fay 
proposes eliminating department 
chairs at the high school, reducing 
the reading director's workgyear to 
10 months, cutting clerical staff in 
the central office, and bringing the 
pay of the business partnership 
coordinator under the. daycare 
budget. A one time $100 per 
athlete “user fee (or $150 per 
family) will help fund the salaries 
of the head coaches. 

The three other plans include all 
of Plan A as well as cuts in other 
areas. Under Plan B, the Wildwood 


School would be closed and 14.5 
staff positions cut. Under Plan C, 
the North Intermediate School 
would be closed, 14.5. staff 
positions would be cut, all eighth 
graders would be housed at the 
high school, and all sixth and 
seventh graders would go to school 
at the West Intermediate School, 
This plan would see-the demise of 
the middle school concept just 
introduced into the system, Fay 
said. Under Plan D, both the 


Wildwood.and North Intermediate 
Schools would be closed and 29 
staff positions would be cut. 

In total, Plan A would see the loss 
of 11 full time positions and the 
addition of four positions; Plans B 
and C would each result in the 
equivalent of 33.5 positions being 
cut; and Plan D would result in the 
equivalent of 36 full time positions 
being cut. Closing the Wildwood 
School would save $419,500 while 
closing the North would save 
$397,000. Fay said if either or both 
schools were closed, additional 
busing costs would have to be 
figured in.

Chapter 766, the legislation co- 
vering special needs youngsters in 
the Massachusetts public schools, 
is "too broad" and the language is 
“too loose," according to State Rep. 
James Miceli, Both Miceli and Wil- 
mington's Special Education Di- 
rector Cleo Fredette were present 
at last week's school committee 
meeting to discuss reasons for the 
large increase in the special needs 
budget and to find out what relief, 
if any, is possible in light of the 
tight economic times. 

Fredette explained his budget has 
risen by $459,700. The increase is 
in three areas: salaries (up 
$136,233), psychological services 
(ip $36,089), and overall tuitions 
(up $287,500) The big hike, said 
Fredette, is primarily due to the 
nature of Chapter 766, which re- 
quires that individual student needs 
be met and each student be edu- 
cated-to-his.or-her-"maximum abi- 
lity." In addition, there is no state- 
wide criteria currently in effect in 
Massachusetts. This opens up the 
special needs umbrella to students 
other than those having "intrinsic 
handicapping conditions." 

Miceli agreed with Fredette's 
as ent.

2 1/2. He explained while Prop 2 
1/2 places limits on town spending, 
Chapter 766 mandates money be 
spent to meet individual needs for 
children ranging in age from three 
to 22 years old. As more special 
needs youngsters move into Wil- 
mington and the pupil-teacher ratio 
Stays at 8-1 requiring more 
teachers, special education costs 
continue to spiral, said Fredette. He 
added the number of new students 
moving into town in a given year is 
unpredictable. 

Fredette said one solution might 
be to exempt special needs tuition 
and transportation costs from the 
confines of Prop 2 1/2 . He pointed 
out this was an option discussed by 
the Chelmsford School Committee. 

Miceli told committeemen though 
40 bills on the special needs issue 
have been filed with the state, only 
four of them have a good chance to 


passing this year. These cover 


staffing, a wording change in the 
law, the passage of a Medicaid 
requirement’ allowing schools to 
bill Medicaid for some of the costs, 
and a change in eligibility 
standards. 

"There's been strong opposition 
to tightening this up until this 
year," Miceli said ofthe law. He 
went on to add that Chapter 766 is a 
"fiscal disaster" and now is having 
such a negative impact on school 
budgets across the Commonwealth 
that many felt it was time to, take a 
second look. ~The . legiflation

should be on.the floor of the House 
February 18 to 20, he said. 

During the rest of the meeting, 
school board members zeroed in 
on ways to save money in the 
special needs account. 

Peg Kane asked how much money 
could legitimately be cut from that 
account. Fredette said $157,178 in 
contingency tuition monies could 
be taken out but this was "risk- 
taking" since it's difficult to project 
how many private placements will 
be made in the year ahead. 

Chairman Dr. Shirley Callan 
questioned if it wouldn't be chea- 
per to lease mini vans for special 
education students to keep trans- 
portation costs down, Fredette said 
over the short term it would be 
cheaper, but with the need to hire 
another 18 drivers it wouldn't be 
practical. 

"We're in a terrific bind finan- 
cially," said Phil Fenton, who 
decried the loss of the special 
education criteria that was deve- 
loped by Fredette and successfully 
used by him for eight years. The 
state told the director Wilmington 
could no longer use the criteria 
because it was too restrictive. Fenv 
ton noted the criteria had saved the 
town money and said he was wil- 
ling to challenge the Department of 
Education in court on the issue. 

Committee members unanimous- 
ly agreed to hire a special 
education attorney for an hour to 
see.if they had a.case if they decide 
to again use Fredeue's criteria. 


Fincom begins budget process

Wilmington Finance Committee 
Chairman Paul Palizzolo called for 
creativity on the part of his board 
Tuesday night as members begin to 
review the town. manager's 
proposed budget for fiscal 1992. 
Palizzolo said, by now, “the 
message is out there loud*and 
clear" that all departments will 
haye to be realistic in presenting 
their individual budgets. 

"Last year was the shock year; 
this year is the year of reality," he 
said. 

Town Manager Michael Caira has 
proposed a salary freeze for all 
town and school employees to 
avoid laying off personnel. Paliz- 
zolo pointed out that the contracts 
for the town's four unions all end 
this June and the only salary 
increases proposed on the town 
side are in step and longevity 
increases. Wilmington teachers are 
in the last year of their three year 
contract, according to central 
office. Palizzolo said, according to 
Town Counsel Alan Altman, if the

first year of a contract is funded, 
the school committee is "obligated" 
to fund it for the remaining years. 

"They (school employees) don't 
have to open their contract if they 
don't want to," Palizzolo said. 
However, he added, if they don't, it 
will pose difficulties for the school 
system. 

Fincom member Walter Ka- 
minski sits in on the school budget 
talks. He told his board it was his 
feeling the school committee will 
provide direction to the superin- 
tendent and the final budget will be 
a school committee budget. He 
added if the unions demand their 
seven percent raises, one or more 
schools will close. Palizzolo noted 
seven percent pay increases are just 
“not affordable" in these economic 
times. 

The fincom will meet in public 
session every Tuesday and Thurs- 
day, beginning February 19, to 
discuss individual budgets with 
each department head and try to get 
a handle on where the money is 
going. The meetings will begin at

The only alternative, according to the hospital, was for 
Gail's family to personally pay for the bone marrow 
transplant, some $140,000. 

Suddenly Gail's struggle in life was altered. Instead of 
putting her full energy into the fight against cancer, she now 
had to wage a financial battle. 

Gail is a career public servant working at a state agency in 
Boston, and her fellow state workers quickly came to her aid. 
They organized every fundraiser conceivable from bake sales 
to dances. "This year state workers have taken one hell of a 


beating, but my colleagues went above and beyond, There's no | 


way anybody could have come through the way these people 
did", said Gail. 

Over $19,000 was raised in a very short period of time. 

Just $121,000 to go. 


Gail quickly realized that she could not raise this incredible |} | 


sum of money, 

People at work were on her side, but time was not. 

The only realistic alternative was to fight the insurance 
company's decision. 

"I made up my mind that I wasn't going to take no for an 
answer", said Gail.

Spokesman for the Open Pantry, 
Dot Rostron expressed her 
organization's appreciation to the 
people of Tewksbury who have 
responded so generously to the 
public library's food drive. 

She said that the Open Pantry has 
seen a dramatic increase in the 
number of families requesting 
assistance, from an average of 25 
requests per day only a few short 
weeks ago, to 40 requests per day 
last week. This increase in requests 
has put a severe strain on the Open 
Pantry's food supplies, and the 
organization has begun to purchase 
additional food, with cash 
donations from local churches and 
other civic organizations, 

Last week, $2,000 was used to 
purchase food to supplement the 
Open Pantry's regular donated 
food items. Rostron said, 
"Tewksbury's food drive has come 
at an ideal time, coinciding with a 
time of great need for area 
families. As local companies 
respond to the worsening economy 
with layoffs, a greater number of 
families are finding themselves for 
the first time facing severely 
strained budgets, which barely 
cover costs for housing and 
heating.

appeal against tower

Wilmington selectmen voted una- 
nimously on Monday to continue.a 
court case against Cellular One to 
prevent the construction and 
operation of a transmission tower 
on Lopez Road. Cellular One is 
currently leasing a parcel of land 
by the Warren Trask lumber yard 
off Concord Street in hopes of 
locating the tower there, 
Selectmen made up their minds 
after hearing concerns of 
neighbors who were against any 
kind of tower in their area. 
Residents said there would still be a 
visibility problem whether the 
tower is al its full height of 190 feet 
or the compromise height of 150 
feet. 


"They're both going to be an ex- 
treme eyesore,” said George Davis 
of Pershing Street. 


"I don't want to look at this thing 
from my backyard. Once this 
thing's up, it's real hard to get rid 
of it," said Concord Street resident 
George Lingenfelter. 

Randi Holland of Lincoln Street, 
the closest abuttor to the project, 
questioned if all possible sites had 
been explored. 


Real Estate Consultant Dave 
Burnett explained Cellular One 
tried to place the tower where it 
would have the least impact. He 
said the company explored other 
locations and he felt like "we made 
a concentrated attempt to do the 
best that we possibly could for this 
area.” 


Burnett said Cellular One is man- 
dated to provide cellular service to 
Eastern Massachusetts. The De- 
partment of Public Utilities has. 
already approved the tower but the 
town is currently appealing the 
decision to the Mass. Supreme 
Judicial Court. The case was put on 
hold to see if both sides could work 
out a compromise. Part of that 
compromise was an offer to reduce 
the height of the structure. 

Selectmen -raised concerns of 
their own saying they were looking 
out for the best interest of the 
neighbors. The most outspoken on 
the issue was Dan Ballou. He said 
such towers are unattractive and 
pointed out’ Wilmington already 
has a tower on Main Street. 

"You don't see them in Lexing- 
ton. You don't see them in 
Reading. You don't see them in 
Andover next to residential areas. 
It's just not fair to the people of 
Wilmington to be-second rate when 
it comes to the beautifying of our 
town,” he argued. 

Selectmen pointed out a prece- 
dent may have been set in Dedham 
when that town lost its case and a 
190 foot tower was allowed to go 
through. Selectmen warned the 
neighbors if the town lost the case 
it would also lose any concessions 
or control over the project. 

"I'd like to pursue this to the end. 
I don't believe we've lost yet," said 
Chairman Bob Doucette, leading 
Chester Bruce to motion to 
continue the fight. In a quick poll 
of those present, all neighbors said 


Postmaster to ease 
parking crunch

Changes are in the offing at 
Wilmington's post office to relieve 
a crowded parking situation. 
Postmaster Jake Quinn was 
present at the selectmen's meeting 
Monday evening to explain the 
changes. Quinn said he has an 
agreement with the Masonic Lodge 
to use 10 of their parking spaces 
for postal employces. He said he 
was trying to cut down on walk-in 
traffic by seeing if local companies 
and stores will take stamps on 
consignment to sell at face value. A 
verbal agreement has already been 
made with the owner of Center 
News on Main Street, Quinn said. 
The postmaster is also proposing a 
change in street pagking regula- 
tions. Instead of a te hour limit 
by the post office, he would like to 
see a 15-minute limit to promote a 
quick turnover of customers. 
According to Quinn, the biggest 
parking crunch occurs between the 
hours of 8 and 10 a.m. when up to 
30 vans from local companies park 
at the back door to pick up their 
mail. Delivery trucks are also on 
the lot at that time, Quinn said. 


As of next September, said Quinn 
all delivery vans and personnel will 
be stationed in Woburn, freeing up 
an-extra-45~-parking“spaces’at the 
Wilmington office. He said the 
move will save money by allowing 
several towns to consolidate into a 
delivery and collection unit. On the 
negative side, the transfer to Wo- 
burn would affect elderly residents 
used to picking up pension and 
social security checks at the Wil- 
mington Post Office. Quinn 
recommended senior citizens have 
their checks deposited direetty into 
their bank accounts. 

Selectman Dan Ballou had initial- 
ly raised the overcrowding issue 
with his board. On Monday, he 
praised Quinn's efforts and made 
two more suggestions for the 
postmaster's consideration. The 
first suggestion was to create an 
island-type entrance so cars can 
pull off the main road and mail 
letters in outside boxes. The second 
suggestion was to expand the lot 
using an abutting parcel. Ballou 
added he wasn't sure who owned 
the parcel or if the idea was 
feasible.

-- but he became cantankerous, too, 
according to club officials, I think 
his rudeness may have tainted the 
objectivity of the officials on this.)

The 
biggest bass went 9 pounds, 7 0z., 
from Lake Rohunta; there was an 
enormous (14 pound, 8) channel cat 
taken from Baddacook Pond out in 
Groton; a pickerel that weighed a 
whopping 16 pounds, 1 once, came 
from Otis Reservoir; and the top 
pike of the year was a 23-pounder 
out of Onota Lake in Western Mass. 

While those numbers were pretty 
impressive, some are beatable. Top 
carp of 1990 was only 26 pounds, 
12 ounces, out-of the Connecticut 
River. The Merrimack ,soutinely 
produces 20 pounders, so we've got 
our own big-carp factory handy.

Women firefighters

iking your job can make it 


easier to perform but if 

you're a woman firefighter, 

like is a necessity you must 
have to get through the rigors of 
training and on the job stress. 

Kim DiOrio and Anne Topping 
of the Lynnfield Fire Department, 
Linda Giles of the Wilmington Fire 
Department,-and Cathy Kelley of 
the Winchester Fire Department are 
the only females doing the work in 
the ten communities covered by 
Middlesex East, but they are not 
alone in the area. 

Giles said “You have to want to 
do this job.” She explained-that the 
commitment starts as a women pre- 
pares herself for the Civil Service 
test, but has to continue as she stays 
in shape for the rigors of the job. 

Lynnficld is not a Civil Service 
community so that DiOrio and 
Topping did not have to take the 
test. As a call firefighter Topping 

Iso not attended the Fire 
Academy: 


DiOrio, however, is a full-time 
firefighter and has attended the 
seven week course as haye Giles 
and Kelley, 

Even though Topping is the only 
One not to take the course she is 
doing the same work as the others. 
In Lynnfield, the full-time firefight- 
ers work the day shift Monday 
through Friday, On the off-hours 
(after 4:30 p.m, during the week 
and 24 hours on weekends) the call 
firefighters are on duty and respond 
from their homes. Many times they 
are also called in to fill a shift for 
vacations.or sick days. The town 
has five full-time firefighters, 
including the officers and 37 peo- 
ple on the call force. Wilmington 
has a total of 32 people on the 
force, In Winchester the 45 person 
count includes the chief. 

Of the four DiOrio.and Giles 
report that they have received some 
signs of animosity. However, they 
both say that it has only come from 
one or two people in their respec- 
tive departments. In DiOrio’s case 
She ‘said it was not from full-time

firefighters but from call people. 


As to Giles, she has had trouble 
with two male firefighters that are 
not in her group. Both DiOrio and 
Giles have minimized the prob- 
lems. 

“In the past some limits had to 
be set,” Giles said. 

She added, “I always thought it 
was a matter of proving myself. 
But, this past winter I had to accept 
that there was more.” 

DiOrio said “Some guys don’t 
like a female here but don’t say it 
out loud. What others feel about me 
being here I don’t let bother me.” 

She added that for the most part 
“the guys here are good. We share 
everything (in the line of duty).” 

DiOrio noted that most of the 
problems she had to overcome 
were caused by herself. 

“I would psyche myself out of 
doing something but when it finally 
came to do it I could,” she said. ~ 

On the positive side, Kelley and 
Topping both report that they have 
not-had-any-problems at alt-and att 
four have said that their respective 
chiefs have been very supportive of 
their career choices. 

Kelley noted that she first start- 
ed as an auxiliary in Winchester. 
“When I uied to get on in 1974, it 
wasn’t really well taken. It was 
kind of taboo.”

everybody.” ‘ 

Of the four, DiOrio and Giles 
both have seniority as firefighters. 
DiOrio started with Lynnfield as a 
call person in about 10 years ago. 

At the time she was working for 
an insurance company. She heard 
her older brother talking about his 
work as a call firefighter and 
became interested. 

In 1987 the opening came for a 
permanent firefighter and DiOrio 
said that she decided to try for it. 


She won her position over two 
males who were also applying. 

“To accomplish that was a 
tremendous feat,” she said. 

She was the only women in 33 
recruits ini her class at the academy. 

According to DiOrio, part of the 
excitement of the job is that she 
gets to drive everything from an 
ambulance to one of the trucks, 

She notes that moving up in the 
ranks is part of her future plans, but 
that she does not feel ready for a 
command position as yet. 

Her experience on the force has 
included a successful rescue that 
has received several write-ups in 
local newspapers. 


Giles started her career as a fire- 
fighter as the only female on the 
paid staff of the Shippensburg, PA 
fire department. 

That came as a result of an 
advertisement for an Emergency 
Medical Technician (EMT). 
Training for the job was provided 
by the former federal Comprehen- 
sive Training and Employment Act 
(CETA). 

After getting on the job Giles 
said “I loved it.” 

She said “After the CETA fund- 
ing ended, I came back up here, I 
couldn’t get the work out of my 
mind.” 

In June, 1983 she took her Civil 
Service test and was appointed to 
the Wilmington Department in 
1985, 

Giles contacted a woman fire- 
fighter on the Lexington force and 
received some pointers on how to 
prepare herself for the physical test. 

She had to requalify as an EMT 
and a friend taking the course with 
her set up an exercise course for the 
two of them to train on,

She 
shares’ the worry of being a single, 
working parent with Giles, 

Topping has four children - her 
twins Michael and Matthew, 9, 
Mark, 6, and Mitch, 4. 

She will also take her kids and 
their friends to the: station to see 
where mommy works.’ ie 

Kelley and Topping share the 
feeling of always having wanting 
to be on the fire department. 
However, both had other careers 
first. 

Kelley started as an electro-car- 
diogram technician. 

She then took a job as a civilian 
dispatcher when the post-opened 
up. From their she took the test to 
become a regular firefighter. 

She joined the force in 1986 
after being on the auxiliary since 
1974, 

Kelley emphasized that she is 
not a women’s liberationist. 

One of the reasons she took the 
job was “I have always been the 
type of person who wants to help. 
Now I can do something about 
that.” 

Another nice part of her job is 
that she sometimes gets to go out to 
local schools as part of the fire pre- 
vention program. 

Kelley said that during those 
times young girls see a female fire- 
fighter and realize that they can be 
one too, 


One common problem the four 
of them have is uniforms, Although 
some manufacturers are starting to 
make womens sizes, they are still 
hard to find and take some time to

we leapt at the opportunity to 

meet with him to catch up on 

what's been happening in his life, 

An international sales manager for 

a large computer company, which 

is based in Hampshire County, 

England, the same county in 

which Chris lives, our British 

friend informed us he was staying 
at the Marriott Hotel, in 
Burlington. We asked Chris if he 
wanted to meet at the hotel. He 
replied he would rather meet else- 
where, since he had grown tired 
of eating at the same restaurant. 
Instead, we agreed to meet at the 
99 Restaurant & Pub, on 
Mishawum Road, in Woburn. The’ 
restaurant has a warm and friendly 
envéronment, and resembles the 
kind of pubs Chris likes to fre- 
quent when he is back home. 

We caught up with Chris that 
night. Unfortunately, the time 
we’d picked was the busiest hour 
of the dinner rush. We gave a 
name to the hostess, then, at 
Chris's behest, moved toward the 
bar. This was when things became 
amusing, 

There were no seats available. 


Chris, who is fifty-three and phys- 
ically resembles the actor, Dudley 
Moore, caught the attention of the 
bartender. The immaculately 
dressed Brit politely ordered a 
round. The bartender glanced at 
me (we've known each other for 
some time, and we exchanged hel- 
los), then back at Chris, and 
replied, “I’m sorry, sir, but 
Woburn laws prohibit serving 
anyone standing. You'll have to 
wait for a scat.” 


With a sudden, blank, almost 
confused look on his face, Chris 
told the bartender, “Is that so? 
Well, thank you for informing me 
of that. I didn’t know.” Those 
Brits are polite as heck. 

He then turned back to us, and 
asked, “Is the bartender serious, 
or is he kidding?

After we finished the drinks, 
which we sipped for some time, 
Chris called the bartender over. 
He asked for one more of the 
same, to which the bartender 
noted, “I'm sorry, sir, but you'll 
have to order food in order to get 
another drink, It’s a town ordi- 
nance.” 

Chris smiled, then turned his 
attention to us. “This is a joke, 
isn’t it, guys?” he said. “You put 
the bartcnder up to this, didn’t 
you?” 

We chuckled, then told him, 
no, that that wasn’t the case at all. 
“Stoneham has a whole different 
set of laws, Chris,” we added, 

“You know, guys,” he said, still
